TRADE TREATY 
NOW GOES T0 


Bill to Ratify Pact Receives 
Third Reading in Com- 
mons Monday 


OTTAWA, March 24. — The 
Canada-United States trade treaty 
passed its final test in the House 
of Commons last night when the 
bill to ratify the pact received 
third reading. It now gocs to 
the Senate and will come up for 
discussion in that chamber this 
week. 

Last word in the long Commons 
debate on the pact came from Hon. 
Charles Dunning, Minister of Fin- 
ance, who said “we believe this 
treaty is good for Canada and good 
business fo both countries.” 


A last-minute attack on 
Canadian-American trade treaty 
was made by Conservative Leader 
Bennett when the ratification bill 
was in its final stages. 

Canada, said the Conservative 
leader, made a bad bargain and 
paid too high a price for conces- 
sions won from Washington, Ameri- 
can benefits under the treaty were 
out of all proportion to benefits 
won by Canada. 

The ratification bill, the final 
step in making the treaty binding 
on Canada, was considered in com- 
mittee stage all afternoon. 

Only experience could settle the 
issue between the Conservative and 
Liberal parties on the treaty, said 
Mr. Dunning. A year or two from 
now everyone would be a lot wiser.

He was in @!| abandoned her off Petit Manan Is- 
‘serious condition at hospital teday.| land in December, 


WILD LANDS 
TAX TO NOW | 
BE REPEALED 


Legislature is Split Wide 
Open as Measure Passes 
By Narrow Margin 


Shattering party lines, mem- 
bers of the legislature split wide 
open on Monday and by a vote 
of 29 for to 22 against the bill to 
repeal the Wild Lands Tax was 
approved in committee of the 
whole assembly and was ad- 
vanced where it now stands ready 
for third reading. 

Although the bill was a govern- 
ment offspring and was sponsored 
by Hon. Charles Cockroft, provin- 
cial treasurer, Social Credit back- 
benchers directed severe fire at it, 
some alleging that it meant certain 
corporations which had obtained 
land free of cost at the outset, were 
going to be relieved of taxation. 


BILL SAFELY THROUGH 


In spite of the opposition and 
with help from L. A. Giroux, Lib- 
eral, Grouard, the bill got safely 
through. It provides that the tax 
is repealed as from Jan, 1 of this 
year. 

When the motion was moved by 
Hon, Mr. Cockroft to report the 
bill through committee, Lucien 
Maynard, deputy speaker, who was 
in the chair, called for a standing 
vote, which proved to be close. 
Cabinet ministers were supported 
by 19 Social Credit back-benchers, 
as well as by L. A. Giroux, Liberal, 
Grouard; John J. Bowlen, Liberal, 
| Calgary and John Irwin, Conserv- 
ative, Calgary, while opposed were 
21 Social Credit members and 
George H. Van Allen, K.C., Liberal, 


| Edmonton. 


It was indicated by some Social 
Credit members later that they 
might renew the fight against this 
bill when the motion is moved to 
give the bill third reading. The

That is the new star to which 
the motor engineers are hitching 
their automobiles. Today they re- 
port definite progress in that direc-

Now they have evolved a new 
| device by which they can watch 
} and photograph the burning which 
| takes place in an automobile cylin- 
der. And already, by means of this 
device, they have discovered one 
| chief reason why gasoline engines 
waste their power. The new device 
| of these engineers consists of a 
quartz-window automobile cylinder 
and a camera which operates at a 
speed hitherto unknown. With this 
camera the whole split-second pro- 
cedure which takes place inside a 
cylinder can be photographed and 
studied, 

CHECKS KNOCKING 

By the use of this camera, it has 
been discovered that the “knocking” 
in an engine cylinder is due to a 
second “unorthodox” explosion 
which occurs just after the first or 
“orthodox” explosion. The second 
detonation meets the first and par- 
tially nullifies the effect of it—and 
hence the ineffectiveness of the 
motor, Could this second explosion 
| be omitted, then higher compres- 
sion engines could be constructed, 
the engineers say. That would mean 
more and more miles to the gallon, 
and finally the ultimate goal of 300 

miles to the gallon. 

Well, it would appear that engin- | 
eers will have to discover some 
such economy for gasoline, if gas 
engines are to successfully face the 
increasing competition of the Diesel 
(Dee'zehl) engine. For the Diesel 
engines give equal power, and they 
operate on cruder, less expensive 
petroleum,

Ache In Back Of Head 
And Neck 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Many of my readers write that they are 
troubled by a nagging ache in the base of the 
brain which often extends downward and in- 


cludes the back of the neck. The ache is gen- 
erally of a “drawing” type and is more of a 
dull, annoying discomfort than a sharp pain. 

Usually the patient also 
notes a sensation of tightness 
and sometimes the patient 
describes a throbbing sensa- | 
tion which is disturbing. If 
the fingers are pressed firmly 
on the back of the neck, a 
feeling of soreness may be 
noticed, 

The unusual thing about 
this type of ache is that while 
the distress is localized in the 
back of the neck and head, 
the usual cause is about two feet away, being 
located in the lower part of the abdomen, The 
organs which are most likely to give rise to 
this particular kind of reflex ache are the gen- 
erative organs and irritation or congestion in 
the pelvic region may show itself most clearly, 
not in the pelvis, but through the back of the 
head. Occasionally, the congestion results from 
prolapsed organs which induce a downward 
pressure after having sagged from their normal 
positions. When the large intestine is sluggish 
in ridding itself of waste material, this may 
be sufficient to induce the discomfort in the 
back of the head which I am discussing today. 

Or, the same symptom may arise as the 
result of continued poor posture which encour- 
ages a forward sagging of the head. When you 
allow the body to hold a position where the 
head is carried bent over, this will be enough 
to cause tension in the supporting muscles and 
ligaments at the top of the back and toward the 
shoulders. If this is the cause then immedi- 
ate relief will follow as soon as the head 
carried properly. 

Another cause of an aching sensation in this 
particular part is due to a slipping out of place 
of some of the small bones of the upper spine. 
When you find a sore spot when you press 
with your fingers along the cervical vertebrae, 
which are the seven vertebrae of the neck, then 
this will indicate that you need an adjustment 
given by a doctor who understands the manipu- 
lative treatment. If one or two adjustments 
completely relieve you, you may be sure you 
have found the reason for your trouble. 

In older patients, an ache in the back of the 
neck which is accompanied by a distinct grating 
or creaking sound when the head is turned, is 
possibly due to arthritis and this possibly

should not be overlooked in making the diag- 
nosis. 

To correct that type ache which centres in 
the back of the head and neck, it is first neces- 
sary in about 80 per cent of the cases, to turn 
attention to returning the pelvic organs to 
normal functioning, I find that mild pelvic 
congestion will yield to the use of the hot Sitz 
bath, and in taking this bath, the patient sits 
in 9 inches of water as hot as may be borne, 
with only the hips and feet immersed. It is a 
good plan to remain in the Sitz bath for from 
10 to 20 minutes. The bath may be taken 3 
times a week or daily, and is of value because 
it increases the blood circulation through the 
pelvis and thus lessens congestion. 

The use of the short five day fast is often 
helpful in relieving the severe pelvic | 
troubles. All health-building measures will 
be of value in helping to overcome the annoying | 
ache through the back of the head and th: 
patient will find that in the average case, fre 
air, a wholesome diet, relaxation, and vigorous 
walks of doors, are distinctly beneficial. 
When the aching sensation is due to a more 
severe pelvic involvement, the patient requires | 
the direct supervision of a doctor who will pre- 
scribe a treatment to fit the individual case 

When the ache is especially noticeable, any | 
local treatment which helps the tensed muscles | 
to relax will be helpful. Various treatments 
will then be of assistance. {

| According to all accounts, the

| many operators who know their

| wave bleached hair. Thus any girl 
|who desires to have a permanent,

| It is not at all difficult for a girl 
to recondition her bleached hair at 
home herself. In the first place, she 
should give up the bleaching treat- 
ments for a while. And in the sec-

| frequent hot oil treatments, such as 
those treatments described in my 
“Beauty Culture” booklet, in order 
to counteract the drying effects of 
the bleach she has been using. 
MAKE TEST CURL 
| Once the hair is reconditioned, a 
test curl should first be made be- 
fore bleached hair is waved. This 
determines whether or not the hair 
}is in sufficiently good condition to 
| take the wave satisfactorily. If it 
is, most operators agree that it is 
best to use a croquignole wind for 
| bleached hair rather than a spiral. 
|The spiral wind is too likely to 
| produce a tight, kinky wave, while 
|the croquignole gives a much 

softer one. The reason for this 
is that bleached hair has little elas- 
| ticity, and once it is stretched into 
ja tight wave, it stays that way un- 
| til it grows out. Because, you see, 
|since the hair lacks elasticity, the 
wave does not loosen up and flat- 


|

On the point of seed and feed re- 
lief the brief points for a more 
thorough - going participation of 
government forces It suggests,

On the matter of codes, exemp- 
tions are asked for fuel and lubri- 
cating oils, greases, twine, farm 
machinery mechanical repairs 
chemicals for eradication of insect 
pests and crop diseases, fencing, 
lumber “and many other commod- 
ities entering into the cost of oper- 
ating the modern farm.”

For the imposition of the fuel oil 
tax, the brief asks that upon pre- 
sentation of affidavits that the oil 
is to be used for agricultural pur- 
poses, only the unrebatable portion 
of the levy should be collected.

APPROVAL GIVEN 

Approval was given by the house 
to that section which provides that 
any code governing a trade may be 
brought into force upon being 
approved by a majority of the per- 
engaged in the trade or by 
persons owning more than 50 per 
cent of the capital invested in the

trade. Under the original act the 
percentage was set at 66 

Under questioning by Mr. Van 
Allen, the Minister declared that 


the 66 per cent figure was being re- 
duced to 50 per cent to take care of 
such cases as one or two large or- 
ganizations and possibly a few 


small ones controlling 34 per cent 
of the invested capital. In the event 
of this being the case, the will of 
the majority, having 66 per cent
